Though registered and certified 
seed for 1987 sowing may come 
slightly higher in price, Alberta has 
a sufficient supply available to meet 
all reasonable demands, G. M 
Stewart. inepector of the Dominion 
seed branch, said last week. 

Any increase, he pointed out, was 
attribute to higer commercial values 
Pric-s of the registered and certified 
grades ia based on commercial price 
plus premiums fixed by registered 
seed growers 

Taking into consideration higher 
market prices of all grains, the seed 
growers’ association this year hae 
fixed premiums eomewhat lower 
than last year, with the result that 
certified seed and oats may be ob- 
tained at regular market price at 
point of shipment plus premiums as 
low as 30 centea a bushel, in sacks, 

For first generation registered 
Marquis wheat the premium has 
been fixed at 80 cents and second 
generation at 40 cente, 

Oats, first generation, isaleo at an 
80 cent premium, and 50 cents 
for second. 

On quantity lote, 40 bushel or 
over, the customary discount of 
5 cents a bushel is obtainable, accord- 
ing to the price list recently iseued

Pedlars Are Selling 
Diseased Fish 


During the past few months a 
considerable number of complainte 
have been received by the Provincial 
Department of Healt: with reapect 
to the peddling and sale of certain 
fish obtained from Northern Alberta 
lakes. The name of the fish in 
question is the *‘lullibee,’’ and it 
resembles the whitefish in mans 
ways, 80 much ao that persone have 
been buying it on the assumption 
that they were obtaining genuine 
whitefish, Pedlars have Illegally 
branded the tullibee with varioue 
names, such as ‘Tee White’? and 
*“Tullibee White’’ which also acted 
as a further means of misleading 
the public 

Some of the tullibee obtained from 
certain Alberta Jakes, upon being 
cleaned, are found to have an objec- 
tionable appearance to theeye The 
flesh in some casee has become soft; 
eyets, worms and grubs have been 
noticed in the flech of the fish itself 
as well as in the viscera. 

Any pedlar or fish dealer carrying 
on the eale of tullibee under any 
other name, would be doing so il- 
legally, and would be liable to pros 
ecution Such action, in fact, was 
taken by a city in the Province 
during the past month and 
the authoritiig were successful 
in obtnining aconviction. Persone 
Purchasing fish from strange fish 
dealers and pedlara, should for their 
own protection, obtain a receipt 
including thereon the name of the 
species of fish they are purchasing, 
the name of the pedlur or dealer and 
the license number of his truck or 
car,

It does not require much reflection to reveal the answer to these ab- 
sorbing questions. It is summed up in three or four words: “Very little, if 
any.” | 

Yet the large number of people who believe that luck is the force that 
makes the world go round, the dominating factor in the successes of busi- | 
ness men, scientists, statesmen and others who make some contribution to} 
human welfare, or even the impulse which brings material wealth to the | 
individual, is astonishing. 

To them, the so-called ‘discovery’ of a cure for some dread disease, 
the power of a statesmen to sway his audience, the ability of an industrial. | 
ist to acquire wealth, is put down to their good fortune. They were just} 
plain lucky or they just happened to be around when opportunity was abroad. 

The fact that these achievements, these results have behind them a 
background of years of training, of research, of striving and of untiring 
work {s altogether overlooked. 

This was well expressed by Mr. Macphee when he said: 

“All of us are acquainted with capable men in business, in politics, and | 
in other departments of our daily life.

Was it not, 
through the self-development that came from the sacrifice of ease and com- 
fort to go prospegting on the ‘frontiers’ of their professions? Yet, we, refer | 
to them as ‘gifted men’—-not ‘rewarded’ men. | 

“These men had no more luck in their lives than any three Canadian | 
men experience from week to week. They did not call their work luck. 
They knew better. But we want to call it luck. |

Seeds of the hybrid plants so far 
are smaller and lighter than wheat 
and scientists doubt if a perennial 
wheat suitable for bread making can 
be obtained. In any case annual 
wheats probably will be always 
superior to perennial wheats in west- 
ern Canada. If a good perennial 
wheat were obtained it might be use- 
ful in a country with abundant mois- 
ture, perhaps in the maritime prov- 
inces.

Of The Universe 


| The painstaking work of consolidat- 
ing the advances of science in the 
outer realms of space has been the 
work of the David Dunlap observa- 
‘ory during the past year, Prof. C. A, 
Chant, director of the observatory, 
revealed in Toronto, 
Every night the great 
second largest in the world, swings 
to fix upon a different star. Each is 
so fant that the Dunlap telescope, at 
Richmond Hill north of Toronto, is 
one of the few man-made instruments 
in the world that can reach it. 


telescope, 


The actual observation is done by 
photographic plates, In the case of 
stellar bodies which are a few mil- 
lion miles or so away, such as the 
sun or the planet Mars, the huge tele- 
scope must be t'med to move with 
the star, otherwise a white streak on 
the plate would result. 

But the stars which have been ob- 
served by the observatory staff in 
1986 were millions of light- 
away. (A light-year is the distance 
light travels in one year, proceeding 
roughly at the rate of 186.000 miles 
a second). Consequently, little or no 
movement of the telescope was nec- 


years 


}essary in recording these distant 
| stars, 

| The job of Prof. Chant and his 
associates has been, by means of 
spectrum analysis, to classify, 
analyze, weigh and estimate the 


speed of these very faint stars, many 


of which were discovered in recent 
years. 
By breaking up the white light 


from these stars into its component 
colors, producing a spectrum, it is 
possible, by means of intricate mathe- 
matical formulae, to obtain the de- 
sired results. Thus, every element 
has a known line in the spectrum, 
and by this means helium was first 
discovered in the spectrum of the 
sun before it had been found on 
earth. 

Brightness of a star determines its 
magnitude and each stellar body is 
classified according to the amount of 
light it gives out. By means of 
measurements of the Doppler effect, 
a shifting of the bright lines toward 
each end of the spectrum, if the star 
is moving in the line of sight of the 
observer, it possible to discover 
whether or not the star is coming or 


is 


going. 

Sometimes 4 star's spectrum shows 
something peculiar when it is 
analyzed, Prof. Chant said. Then 


Special attention is paid to the tiny 
point of light to find exactly what is 
causing the unusual effects. 

Delicate scientific instruments come 
into play as the work in the observa- 
tory goes on, with three photographs 
being taken every hour.

This was the cry heard by Cana- 
dian plant breeders as the western 
wheat acreage expanded to the 
north immediately after the War. 

This very same appeal, it will be 
remembered, had been made by 
western farmers in 1890, when wheat 
acreage began to expand north and 
west from the Portage Plains, and 
when Red Fife was being caught by 
the frosts. 

Charles Saunders in 1904 selected 
and tested the crosses that had 
previously been made by his brother 
Percy. Out of this work came 
Marquis, a variety earlier than Red 
Fife. 

Similarly Dr. L. H. Newman, who 
succeeded Sir Charles in 1926 as 
Dominion Cerealist, in turn tested 
the crosses that had previously been 
made by Charles Saunders. Out of 
this material Dr. Newman selected 
two varieties earlier than Marquis— 
Garnet and Reward. 

Dr, Seager Wheeler, of Rosthern, 
Suskatchewan, as well selected a: 
earlier variety—Red Bobs, 

Thus it will be seen how the need:

Symptoms 
There may be considerable varia- 
tion in the initial symptoms. There 
may Or may not be evidence of cory za 
ot cold in the head. Nose bleed 
occurs in some cases. The fever is 
of moderate height. The throat is 
usually congested. Headache, usual- 
ly frontal, is an early manifestation, 
but may be absent. Dizziness, loss 
of appetite, and palpitation of the 
heart may ensue. Marked weakness, 
shortness of breath, and severe 
muscular and joint pains inay be 
present. In some cases severe 
abdominal pain may be complained 
of; and in severe infection cyanosis 
may be noted’ = iin a few cases rash 
appears shortly after the outset of

Prevention 


To avoid contracting the disease. 
it is advisable to keep away from 
crowds and crowded places. By 
reducing contact to a minimum, the 
chances of being infected are reduc- 
ed Avoid getting chilled. Maintain 
bodily resistance to this and other 
diseases by observing the following 
simple rules of health: 

Eat plain, easily digestible and 
nourishing food Some vegetables, 
fresh fruit and milk should be used 
daily.

See that children receive an ade- 
quate amount of safe milk daily; 
one quart per day per child isa good 
average. 

Give children cod liver oi! daily 
throughout winter months (Novem 
ber to March, inclusive). 

Get 8 hours sleep each night in a 
well ventilated bedroom. 

Get some exercixe each day out in 
the open. 

Do not worry about the diseare 

Be cheerful. 

When sneezing or coughing— 
cover the nose and mouth with a 
nandkerchief—and so avoid infect- 
ing those in contact with you.

Other automobile manufacturers 
also have been experimenting with 
this general idea, leadin; to specula- 
tion as to possible revolutionary de- 
partures in future motor car con- 
struction. 

Ford's chassis design provides for 
mounting an eight-cylinder V-type 
motor slightly behind the rear axles, 
the patent office announced, The 
motor would be placed crosswise to 
the car, filling the chassis space 
slightly behind the rear wheels. 

The axle gearing, transmiss'on and 
differential would be constructed as 
a unit, and mounted on a _ resilient 
support. 

“By placing the motor rearwardly 
of the rear wheels,” Ford said in his 
patent application, “the centre of 
gravity is materially shifted rear- 
wardly so that it coincides with the 
passenger carying space and thus im- 
proves the roadability of the car.” 

The “improved weight distribu- 
tion,” he continued, “will provide an 
easier riding car.” 

Ford's drawings of the new design 
showed only the chassis, and there 
was no indication of what type of 
body might be built upon it. 


Officials assumed, however, the 
construction would) make _ possible 
new experiments with streamlining. 


With no motor in the front of the 
ear, they explained, the body might 
be shaped without regard to the pres- 
ent engine hood, 

Situated behind the rear axle, the 
motor would be covered by the slop- 
ing rear end of the body. 

The patent, which Ford first asked 
in May, 1935, was issued on the “H. 
H. Ford automobile chassis construc- 
tion.”
